RUROP: AN OPINION ON THE 
ORISIS IN CHINA. 


The Chinese Government has, by tale- 
gram, made representations 0 the German 
Gabinot complaining of the action of the 
Gorman Minister at Poking, Horr von 
Brandt, in joining the English und French 
reprezontatives in their diplomatic action. 
Tho Chineso Government pointe out that 
to German subjects had boon injured or 
damaged by the recent riots, In’ pursiv. 
ance of this a Reuter's telegram from Ber- 
lin states ~The Norddeutsohe Allgemeine 
Zeitung covfirms the abnutncemont that 
the German Minister in Ovina, in concert 
with the representatives uf tho other groat 
Powers, hud presented a remonstrance to 
tho Chines Government against the out. 
rayes on foreigners; and pointa out that, 
German tmde has suffered by the recent 
dieturbances un the Yangtezs-Kiang. 

Referring to the occurrences of Inst year, 
when the German ‘Catholic Mission at 
Shan-Tung was attacked and damaged, the 
somi-official juurnal saya that the matter 
has been under discussion furs yeat past 
in Peking without ony result boing obtained 
beyond general promises. ‘The official who 
wea chiefly reaponsible for the. outrage on 
the Mission at Shan-Tuag ix even exid to 
have bedu only lately distingniahed by 
special marke of favour on the part of the 
Imperial Government, which has strength- 
aned the malevolent elements in the pro- 
vines in their hostile attitude towards the 
Mission. Germany attaches the greatest 
valoe to the wolfare of that Mission, and it 
would conduce to the promotion of the 


with China if more consideration were 
given to this fact in Peking. 

The Ltolian Press has expressed com- 
pluints that no Itolian veseal laa been sent 
to Chinafor the protection of Europeans 
there, ft is now officially announced that 
the Volturno haa roceived orders to oo- 
‘operate with the men-cf-war of other 
nativna in protecting the missions, 

Mr Whaortun, Acting Necretury of State, 
bas aden slutement with regard to the 
attitnde of the United States Government 
on the question of the threa ened distar- 
bancea ia China, Be said:—‘It ia 
mistake to say that the American Govern- 
ment ia moving slowly in the Chinose 
matter, and that the energy displayed by 
France, England, and Germany 18 lacking 
in the United States, Wo have, in fect, 
been keeping pice with Europe in oar 
effuris to pratect the Americans in China. 
There is only,one exception, ond that ie in 
connection with the aval display. We 
carinot make such djapliy, because wo 
have only two ships'in Ohinese waters, and 
it is impossible to make much of a show 
with them. The Navy Deparment has 
done ite utmost, and bas just dered three 
more veseals to proceed from the Pacifio 
Coset to China, We have made every 
proper demand upon the Chinese Govern- 
ment. Our Minster, Mr-Denby, received 
orders long nyo, und every Consul within 
the Empire has been likewise instructed, 
to use all the means in his power to 
preserve tho dignity of this Government. 
We have the promise and assurance of the 
Emperor that our requeste will be granted ; 
bat wo are sending every available ship 
across the Pacific to assist in preserving 
peace.’
